We  invite  you  to  participate 
in,  contribute  to,  realize  these  eventful  days  we 
will  share  this  summer. 

The  diversity  of  personalities  attending  Yearly 
Meeting  allows  for  a fluidity  of  groupings  across 
ages,  life  styles,  major  and  minor  concerns.  We  are 
instructed  by  the  young  to  find  resource  persons— 
not  speakers  or  leaders— but  mentors  and  com- 
panions chosen  for  that  spark  which  reaches  out  to 
persons.  There  are  many  nooks  and  crannies  in  the 
setting  of  St.  Mary’s  to  invite  this  free  interplay  of 
ideas,  so  necessary  in  primary  relationships.  In 
every  available  place  can  be  shared  mutual 
insightful  moments  of  as  great  significance  as  a 
well-planned  session;  we  are  instructed  not  to 
over-structure  time.  Young  Friends  are  planning 
sessions  with  Junior  Friends,  Junior  Friends  with 
those  of  the  Junior  High,  programs  are  planned 
with  and  for  the  children  by  teenagers  and  adults 
alike.  Quakerism  is  distinctly  experiential  in  design 
and  in  authority,  in  decision  making  and  in 
consensus,  and  identity  is  pursued  all  day  long  in 
structured  and  in  spontaneous  sessions.  We  invite 
you  to  be  intentionally  Friendly,  encouraging  in 
your  presence  continual  growth  within  a caring 
community. 

Personnel  is  a key  factor  in  the  success  of  the 
educational  program  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  all 


of  us  constitute  that  personnel.  Growth  centers  of 
general  place  and  time  and  content  will  function 
all  day  long  and  into  the  night,  thus  encouraging 
everyone  to  find  his  special  place  to  be  and  to  be 
with  another:  1)  the  nursery  and  the  young  child; 
2)  media  centers  for  poetry,  drama,  music,  dance, 
art,  yoga,  meditation;  3)  crafts  of  all  kinds, 
alternating  with  trips;  4)  Friends  interact  discus- 
sions about  Friends’  practices,  vocations,  life 
styles;  5)  recreation  of  all  kinds— even  volleyball 
and  capture-the-flag;  6)  evening  programs  of  sing- 
ing and  films  and  slides  and  instrumental  groups 
for  playing  in  or  listening  to;  7)  dancing  of  all 
varieties  to  learn  or  teach;  8)  morning  worship 
groups;  9)  afternoon  interest  groups;  10)  evening 
centering  sessions— all  small.  In  all  this  variety  we 
can  wait  and  work  in  love,  can  give  a face  to  ideas 
and  life  styles  that  might  even  have  been 
frightening  before.  Caring  must  be  made  personal. 

Authentic  life  style  is  graceful,  playful,  full  of 
celebration.  Tradition  is  the  condensed  originality 
of  a people.  It  is  in  this  sense  our  young  people 
want  to  learn  what  Quakerism  is  all  about.  Sex  and 
family  life  as  Friends,  herb  and  plant  culture,  the 
art  of  preparing  food  and  balancing  budgets  as  well 
as  balancing  bodies.  Self-sufficiency  as  a survival 
culture,  alternative  schools,  deepening  and  expand- 
ing consciousness  into  outer  and  inner  space.  Let’s 
share  in  trust,  celebrate  the  simple  Quaker  story, 
from  the  opening  session  on  . . . seated  in  the 
round,  forever  coming  into  being  and  passing  on, 
continuity,  movement,  continual  growth.

Ben  Richmond  and  Lily  Stevens  of  Multnomah 
Meeting  were  arraigned  on  March  26  at  the  Federal 
Court  House  in  Portland  on  charges  of  “aiding  and 
abetting  a riot  at  Wounded  Knee,  South  Dakota.” 
The  government’s  action  resulted  from  the 
defendants’  attempt  to  carry  food  and  clothing  to 
the  Indians  there.  The  following  day  all  charges 
against  the  two  were  dropped. 
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Under  the  Spirit’s  Leading 


Dialogue  is  one  of  the  great  hopes  of  our  time. 
It  has  not  yet  taken  the  place  of  war  between 
nations  or  of  mutual  exclusiveness  and  suspicion 
between  religious  bodies  and  ideologies.  But  the 
dialogue  represented  by  the  United  Nations  now 
encompasses  all  the  great  nations  and  that  of  the 
growing  ecumenical  movement  involves  not  only 
the  major  Christian  bodies  but  is  reaching  out  to 
other  world  religions  and  ideologies.  Here  in  Los 
Angeles  is  an  “Interreligious  Council”  with  official 
representation  from  the  Catholic,  Protestant, 
Christian  Orthodox,  Jewish,  Hindu,  Buddhist,  and 
Moslem  communities  of  this  area. 

Friends,  with  their  calling  to  “answer  that  of 
God  in  every  man,”  have  long  tried  to  be  of  help 
in  bringing  about  dialogue  between  hostile  or 
differing  groups. 

The  dialogue  I want  to  speak  of  here  is  one  that 
is  going  on  among  Friends  themselves,  especially 
American  Friends.  Friends  are  not  lacking  in 
differences!  Generally  speaking,  the  19th  century 
was  a century  of  separations  among  American 
Friends.  The  20th,  in  many  ways,  is  a century  of 
renewed  contact  and  dialogue.  It  has  seen  the 
reunion  of  several  strands  of  the  Society  and  the 
forming  of  an  over-all  organ,  the  Friends  World 
Committee  for  Consultation,  which  has  done 
much  to  bring  about  dialogue  among  Friends 
everywhere.  Just  this  January  the  FWCC  arranged 
in  London  an  historic  first  meeting  between 
representatives  of  Quaker  Mission  and  Quaker 
Service  bodies  from  around  the  world.  In  our  local 
Meetings  we  use  something  called  “Quaker 
Dialogues”  to  try  to  know  one  another  better  “in 
that  which  is  eternal.” 

There  is  a new  dialogue  concerning  the  meaning 
of  Quakerism,  for  example,  through  “The  Quaker 
Theological  Discussion  Group”  and  its  publication, 
“Quaker  Religious  Thought.”  Even  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  is  getting  into  the  act!  John  Woolman 
School  is  sponsoring  a “Quaker  Theological 
Workshop”  this  July  which  offers  Friends  “a 
chance  to  grapple  with  what  they  believe.” 

A surprising  development  is  the  dialogue  which 
has  grown  out  of  the  Saint  Louis  Conference  of 
1970.  As  you  know,  that  conference  was  initiated 
by  Friends  who  call  themselves  Evangelical.  It 
brought  together,  for  the  first  time  in  a century  or 
more,  American  Friends  of  every  kind: 
Evangelical,  Conservative,  Friends  United  Meeting, 
and  Friends  General  Conference.  The  continuing 
dialogue,  staffed  by  the  FWCC,  has  two 
dimensions,  national  and  regional.  Nationally,  a 
nine-members  “Friends  Faith  and  Life  Panel,” 
selected  by  a central  continuing  committee,  is 
charged  with  considering  key  issues  among 
Friends.  Regionally,  conferences  are  being  held 
which  offer  Friends  of  all  kinds  the  opportunity  to 


meet  and  come  to  know  and  understand  one 
another  better. 

The  national  panel  met  last  July  in  Richmond, 
Indiana,  with  the  following  present:  Dean  Freiday 
and  John  McCandless  (F.  G.  C.);  Wilmer  Cooper 
(who  agreed  to  serve  as  chairman)  and  Francis  Hall 
(F.  U.  M.);  William  Taber  and  Louise  Wilson 
(Conservative);  Arthur  Roberts  and  Eugene  Colline 
(E.  F.  A.);  and  Ferner  Nuhn,  representing 
“unaffiliated”  Yearly  Meetings.  Robert  Rumsey, 
Midwest  FWCC  Secretary,  served  as  staff  person. 

After  a gingerly  start,  the  panel  got  down  to 
serious  and  frank  discussion.  Worship-sharing 
periods  deepened  the  sense  of  spiritual  and 
personal  relationship.  The  panel  agreed  on  three 
key  issues  on  which  it  is  preparing  and  circulating 
working  papers,  eventually  to  be  published  in 
some  form.  The  questions  agreed  on  do  not  shirk 
real  differences  among  Friends.  They  are:  1) 
Christology:  is  there  a distinctive  Quaker  view  of 
Christ?  2)  Authority:  what  is  it  for  Quakers?  3) 
Ecclesiology:  is  there  a distinctive  Quaker  form  of 
organization  and  procedure?  The  panel  meets 
again  this  June. 

The  writer  feels  privileged  to  be  a member  of 
this  panel— the  odd  member  at  that!  While 
necessarily  he  expresses  his  own  convictions  about 
the  meaning  of  Quakerism,  he  is  concerned  to 
reflect  faithfully  the  spirit,  range,  and  “life-style” 
of  the  very  interesting  Yearly  Meeting  to  which  he 
belongs,  PYM. 

Five  regional  “Faith  and  Life”  conferences,  as 
they  are  called,  have  already  been  held  in  the  East 
and  Midwest,  with  some  30  to  50  Friends  taking 
part  in  each.  Friends  of  Yearly  Meetings  on  the 
West  Coast  may  soon  have  the  chance  to  meet  in 
similar  conferences.  Representatives  of  North 
Pacific  and  of  Northwest  (formerly  Oregon) 
Yearly  Meetings  are  considering  a conference  in 
the  Northwest,  possibly  as  early  as  this  fall. 
Appointed  members  of  California  and  Pacific 
Yearly  Meetings  met  in  April  (Glen  Rinard,  Clerk, 
Ron  Woodward  and  Dick  Foster  for  CYM;  Ed 
Sanders,  Clerk,  Margaret  Brooks  and  Ferner  Nuhn 
for  PYM).  The  joint  committee  agreed  on  the 
following  as  the  purpose  of  a proposed 
conference:  “Under  the  Spirit’s  leading  we  desire 
to  face  our  differences  within  the  context  of  our 
common  heritage,  to  deepen  our  relationships  with 
one  another,  and  to  make  a more  effective  witness 
in  the  world  today.”  Subject  to  approval  of  PYM 
this  July-August,  the  conference  is  proposed  for 
late  September  at  Ben  Lomond. 

Dialogue  is  not  easy.  Martin  Buber  has  taught 
us  that  the  meaning  of  life  itself  is  involved  in  true 
dialogue.

Impressions 


(The  following  is  excerpted  from  a letter  to  the 
PYM  Discipline  Committee  from  Sacramento 
Monthly  Meeting- Editor ) 

After  several  discussion  groups  on  the  subject 
of  human  relationships  we  are  far  from  any 
thorough  understanding  of  how  to  approach  this 
area  in  the  Discipline.  But  we  have  arrived  at  some 
specific  suggestions  which  we  would  like  to  pass 
on  for  consideration. 

Our  major  objection  to  the  Advice  on  Marriage 
was  that  it  emphasized  marriage  as  the  most 
fulfilling  way  for  human  beings  to  relate  to  one 
another  intimately.  This  seems  to  run  contrary  to 
the  current  American  experience,  where  many  are 
finding  fulfillment  outside  of  traditional  marriage 
relationships— in  group  living,  homosexual 
relationships,  heterosexual  relationships  not 
grounded  in  any  legal  basis,  and  people 
intentionally  remaining  single  for  the  sake  of  other 
priorities. 

Within  any  Friends  Meeting,  individuals  will 
most  likely  be  in  any  one  or  more  of  these 
situations.  It  seems  unnecessary  to  put  a value 
judgment  on  one  form  of  relating  over  another. 
But  it  seems  to  us  the  Discipline  could  include 
some  Advice  to  facilitate  human  relationships  at 
all  levels.  Three  points  come  to  mind: 

1.  That  some  kind  of  ongoing  gatherings  be 
suggested  where  friends  and  attenders  could 
bring  personal  concerns; 

2.  That  one  of  the  functions  of  Ministry  be 
to  call  councils  on  clearness  to  assist  seekers 
by  friendly  and  non-judgmental  listening  and 
sharing  in  times  when  members  or  attenders 
are  experiencing  times  of  crisis,  personal 
stress,  or  important  decision  making; 

3.  That  in  a time  when  so  many  marriages 
are  failing,  some  Advice  be  offered  on  how 
to  proceed  with  divorce  in  the  Meeting.

(The  following  was  extracted  from  a letter  written 
by  Olive  Goodykoontz  following  her  return  from 
Germany,  where  she  spent  several  months  last 
year.) 

Perhaps  the  thing  which  impressed  me  the  most 
during  the  months  spent  in  Germany  was  the 
warmth  of  the  welcome  I received  from  so  many 
people.  I must  have  set  some  sort  of  a record  so  far 
as  spending  money  is  concerned.  Not  many  people 
could  spend  six  months  abroad  and  spend  as  little 
as  I did.  Very  little  was  spent  on  food  and  lodging 
since  hospitality  was  provided  everywhere  I went. 
I was  also  grateful  for  the  ability  to  speak  and 
understand  German,  for  many  discussions  took 
place  which  would  not  have  been  possible  in 
English. 

Many  of  my  friends  are  non-Quakers,  but  even 
so  I managed  quite  a bit  of  contact  with  Friends. 
In  addition  to  German  Yearly  Meeting  I wor- 
shipped with  groups  in  Berlin,  Duesseldorf, 
Darmstadt,  Nurnberg,  Paris  and  Saffron  Walden 
(England).  There  was  a Border  Meeting  held  in 
Duesseldorf  on  September  30  and  October  1 
which  I managed  to  attend.  There  were  representa- 
tives from  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  France, 
Canada,  England,  Israel,  Australia  and  the  U.  S.  in 
addition  to  those  from  Germany.  The  theme  was 
“Religious  Responsibility  and  Political  Action. ’’ 
While  in  London  I was  able  to  attend  the 
Hampstead  Monthly  Meeting  which  is  made  up  of 
six  Preparative  Meetings  having  a total  membership 
of  around  650.  Naturally,  only  representatives 
from  each  Meeting  attend.  I also  visited  the 
Neighborhood  Center  in  Cologne,  but  didn’t 
manage  to  attend  a Meeting  for  Worship. 

While  visiting  a friend  in  Saffron  Walden  I had 
an  opportunity  to  go  with  her  to  the  airport  to 
help  welcome  two  plane  loads  of  Ugandian- Asians. 
It  was  an  experience  which  I will  never  forget  and 
it  reminded  both  of  us  of  the  months  we  had  spent 
working  with  the  Friends  Relief  Service  in  Aachen 
in  1946-48.  We  in  the  United  States  know  so  little 
of  what  it  means  to  be  a refugee,  to  be  driven  out 
of  one’s  home  and  start  all  over  again.

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College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting 


Clerk  Ellie  Foster  called  for  the  opening  of  the 
93rd  plenary  session  of  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting  within  the  spirit  of  silence,  continuing 
from  the  preceding  Meeting  for  Worship.  Friends 
approved  a departure  from  the  normal  order  of 
business,  reserving  the  “normal”  session  for  the 
afternoon. 

Earle  Reynolds  reported  on  an  emergency  PYM 
Peace  Committee  meeting  and  representatives  of 
twelve  CPQM  Meetings. 

Earle  Reynolds  reported  that  an  emergency 
meeting  of  the  PYM  Peace  Committee  was  held  at 
Ben  Lomond  on  December  28,  1972. 

Representatives  from  12  CPQM  Monthly  Meetings 
also  attended.  As  a result  of  this  meeting,  Virginia 
Fuller  of  Sacramento  Meeting  was  encouraged  to 
travel  to  Washington,  D.  C.  as  an  informed 
representative  in  cooperation  with  a special  day  of 
visitation  to  congressmen  organized  by  AFSC  and 
Clergy  and  Laymen  Concerned.  Also,  a letter  to 
the  American  people  was  drafted  and  sent  to  each 
of  the  Meetings  to  rewrite  as  they  desired. 

Virginia  Fuller  reported  on  her  visit  to 
Washington.  She  reported  a great  feeling  of  unity 
when  all  the  two  to  three  thousand  visitors 
gathered  with  Joan  Baez,  Ramsey  Clark,  and  Phil 
Berrigan.  Later,  when  they  went  as  small  groups  to 
visit  congressmen,  they  felt  a great  distance 
between  them  and  the  lawmakers.  At  fifteen 
offices  they  made  a variety  of  contacts.  She  met 
with  San  Francisco  and  Southern  Marin 
Congressman  Maillard,  and  Congressman  Burt 
Talcott  unfruitfully.  Pete  McCloskey  tried  to 
encourage  visitation  groups.  Virginia  summed  up 
her  picture  of  Washington  with  the  word 
“stupefying,”  saying  that  “too  many  people  are 
profiting  from  the  war.  ...  We  have  got  to  keep 
active.” 

Dennis  Allen,  who  was  in  Paris  with  AFSC  to 
observe  the  talks,  shared  with  the  Meeting  the 
widespread  international  concern  for  the  fate  of 
political  prisoners  within  South  Vietnam.  These 
200,000  to  300,000  prisoners  have  suffered 
torture  and  starvation;  some  have  died.  When  the 
treaty  is  signed,  many  may  be  exterminated.  We 
were  surprised  to  learn  that  in  South  Vietnam 
there  are  more  prisons  than  schools  and  the 
prisons  have  received  more  U.S.  aid.  Dennis  urged 
us  to  work  for  an  end  to  U.S.  support  of  these 
facilities. 

Catherine  Bruner  read  2 minutes  from  the  QM 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Conference  held  at  Ben 
Lomond.  A minute  requesting  information  of  a 
committee  to  explore  the  possibility  of  developing 
a retirement  facility  for  Friends  in  No.  California 
was  approved.  CPQM  Nominating  Committee  will 
make  the  appointments. 


Paul  Burks,  fund  raiser  for  the  San  Francisco 
office  of  AFSC,  introduced  a proposed 
North/South  Vietnam  fund,  “Make  Your  Own 
Peace.”  AFSC  has  been  in  Vietnam  for  eight  of  the 
nine  years  during  which  the  war  has  gone  on  and  is 
the  most  likely  American  group  to  be  allowed  to 
stay  after  the  treaty  is  signed.  This  massive  fund 
raising  campaign  will  be  aimed  at  peace  action  in 
the  U.  S.  and  at  hospital  and  relief  work  in  both 
North  and  South  Vietnam.  Extra  staff  has  been 
laired  to  coordinate  efforts. 

With  the  arrival,  later  in  the  afternoon,  of 
College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  at  Port  Chicago, 
the  throng  of  vigilers  swelled  to  over  200.  Signs 
were  held  calling  for  an  inauguration  of  peace  and 
calling  attention  to  the  plight  of  political  prisoners 
in  South  Vietnam.  Informative  sheets  were  handed 
to  motorists  as  they  observed  the  stop  sign  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Port  Chicago  Naval  Weapons 
Depot.  Despite  the  cool  wind  of  a late  afternoon 
at  our  backs,  we  felt  the  warmth  of  shared  concern 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.
